IS ELECTED 


Man Whom Form er Kaiser Said Was U nw orthy 
to Bear the N am e of German N ow Heads the 
Nation — Bells Peal and Thousands Cheer at 
Announcement.

alternooii that the Herman folk 
for the first time in their (As­ 
tor)- had chosen the head of their 
own state. 
Frederic!) Ebert, former sad­ 
dler and socialist leader, appear­ 
ed bel ore 
the 
theater 
twenty 
minutes later to receive, as pres­ 
ident of Germany, these plaudits, 
formally marking the disappear­ 
ance of the monarch who 
once 
stigmatised the party to which 
Eh* rt belongs, as being made up 
of nn*n unworthy to bear 
the 
name of Germans. 
Voting by ballot caused confus­ 
ion as the 
delegates 
struggled 
along the 
narrow 
isles. 
Great 
crowds were massed outside dur­ 
ing the session waiting patiently 
in the cold for a chance to see 
the new president. When he left 
the building, 
he 
smilingly 
ac­ 
knowledged 
the 
great 
ovation 
given him. 
According to a dispatch from 
Weimar, an agreement has been 
reached by the German national 
assembly on the composition of 
the new ministry, which will con­ 
sist of fourteen tnemliers. 
Philip Scheidcmann has 
been 
elected chancellor, 
Dr. 
August 
Mueller minister 
of 
economics. 
Herr Hauer minister of labor and 
Herr l,aiid*b«*r4ij minister of na­ 
tional defense and justice. 
Another portfolio will go to 
Eduard David, who resigns the 
presidency of the national assem­ 
bly at Weimar, which position 
will be taken by Konstantin Keh- 
renhach. 
The socialists have seven scats 
in the 
cabinet, 
the 
democrats 
have three* and the centrists have 
three, 
including 
Mathias 
Erz- 
herger, who will hold the post of 
minister without portfolio. Count 
von Hrockdorff Kant/au, anti-so­ 
cialist, will be foreign minister. 


AFFECTED BY STRIKE 


A tlanta, Fob. 12.—With tho except 
tion of those at Columbus, Georgia, 
and Chattanooga, Tennessee, southern 
cotton mills have not been affected 
by the strikes for shorter hours by 
textile workers in other parts of the 
country, according to reports. 
Offi­ 
cials ut the A tlanta nulls state there 
is no unrest among operatives here, 
and no trouble is anticipated. 
Textile workers at IO <otton mills 
in Columbus, numbering about 9<*00, 
walked out on Monday after complet­ 
ing eight hours’ work, thereby mak­ 
ing necessary the closing down of the 
plants. When they returned for work, 
the. operators put the pixqiosition to 
them that if they wished to work IO 
hours they m ight; if not they could 
receive their pay and leave. 
Only 
two of the plants are able to 
con­ 
tinue operations, and these are se­ 
riously handicapped. 
It wak decided at a mass meeting 
Monday 
to 
place 
pickets at all of 
the IS plants refusing an eight-houi 
day. Announcement was mad. at the 
meeting that John Golden, president 
or some other official of tile United 
Textile Workers of America, 
would 
come to Columbus immediately. 
Textile workers of this city are not 
demanding 54 hours’ 
pay 
for 
48 
hours’ work, according to the organiz­ 
er, John Thomas, but want an eight- 
hour day with eight-hour pay.

Cleveland, Feb. 12.—In an effort to 
solve industrial problems, the indus­ 
trial association of 
Cleveland 
has 
conceived the idea of bringing both 
employee and employer together in 
an association. 
Employers pay into 
the institution annual dues in propor­ 
tion to the number of persons in 
their employ, the dues ranging from 
$10 per annum for employers not 
having more 
than 
25 
employees 
up to $100 for those who have 500 
or more. 
The employers and em­ 
ployees, the latter 
generally 
being 
superintendents, foremen, clerks, sales 
and production men, have an equal 
voice in the association’s manage­ 
ment. 
The governing board consists 
of 25 representatives from each of the 
two kinds of membership. 
There are 
about 1,5(H) members in the organiza­ 
tion. 
Edward 
Hobday, 
secretary 
anti 
counsel of the organization, said that 
the groat trouble with many employ­ 
er* of labor is that they get to regard 
men merely as cogs in the wheel and 
forget that they are human beings. 
One of the chief objects of the asso­ 
ciation, he stated, is to change this 
point of view*. 
One of the most important functions 
of the organization is the educational 
program which it is carrying on this 
winter, whereby each Tuesday eve­ 
ning hundreds of employers and em­ 
ployees assemble in the educational 
club rooms for class meeting ami 
listen to lectures not exceeding 45 min­ 
utes in length on all sorts of business 
problems, such as business itself anti 
what it means, the nation’s business, 
“The Man of Business Today” ; while 
other topiis have included “ Mechani­ 
cal Problems,” “Labor-Saving Meth­ 
ods,” “How* to increase Production,” 
and “Supervision.” Under this head 
are fqur 
lectures, 
including 
“The 
Superintendent and the 
Foreman, ’ 
“ Discipline,” “ Methods of Control,” 
and “Shaping Minds of Men.’’ These 
lectures are followed by an open dis­ 
cussion not to exceed 
45 
minutes, 
making a class period of not over one 
hour and a half.

Raymond W ithers is the

of Bryan, and with his brother, A. E.

Paris, Feb. 
12.—While 
President 
Wilson and the allied premiers 
and 
generals are deeply engrossed in per­ 
fecting plan.- for the creation of 
a 
society of nations, and the terms for 
an extension of the armistice with 
Germany, steps have already 
been 
taken to commit the peace 
confer­ 
ence to the adoption of a groat in­ 
ternational pooling system of debts, 
which will include all neutral nations, 
whether they wish it or not. This v ill 
meet with most determined resistance 
from American delegates who 
feel 
■that America did her full share to 
the allies by furnishing troops 
and 
an almost unlimited supply of money 
and material. 


OBJECT TO METHODS. 
Paris, Fob. 12.—Sharp dissent 
is 
likely to he registered almost 
any 
day by the American mission to the 
peace conference against the 
meth­ 
ods in use here to influence 
public 
opinion in France and other coun­ 
tries in regard to the conference mea­ 
sures. 
Americans feel that unless a 
halt shall be called in these methods 
the m ajority of the delegates will in­ 
sist on transferring the sessions of 
the conference to another pit* «* than 
Paris. 
Objections are directed against the 
program of publications and publicity 
adopted by the French press, where­ 
by there is distributed throughout 
the world m atter of a feature to dis­ 
turb public confidence in the delil>era- 
tions and to block their progress. The 
thing has reached such a pass that 
any development or view that does 
not chime with certain French opin­ 
ion is insidiously branded as 
pro- 
Gernian. 
This has become especially 
true in strictures upon the attitude 
of American and British delegates. 
There is reason to believe 
that 
President Wilson will protest against 
the continuation of propaganda which 
casts doubt on the motives of 
dele­ 
gates, and which confuses the activi­ 
ties of the sessions of the conference. 
Perhaps in this way the atmosphere 
may be cleared. 
It can not he denied 
that the situation has become tense. 


Resolutions

London, Feb. 12.—Incidents of men 
stretching the truth considerably 
to 
get into the British arm y when Eng­ 
land needed every man and then re­ 
sorting virtually to mutiny to 
get 
out after the armistice was 
signed 
have been shown at Folkestone dur­ 
ing investigation of the first demob­ 
ilization demonstrations there. After 
several hundred men had declined to 
eyibark for France at the end of their 
Christmas leave the military authori­ 
ties began investigating each 
case 
separately. 
One man who might 
be 
judged 
anywhere from 38 to 50 years of age 
appeared before the examining offi­ 
cers. 
“On what ground do you think you 
should be released now ?” he 
was 
asked. 
“I’m more than 41 years of age,” 
he said relying upon the rule 
that 
men of th at age or more should be 
released as soon as possible. 
‘‘But your arm y book shows you 
enlisted 15 months ago at the age of 
35.” 
“I gave that as my age to get in, 
sir. 
I am 50 years old now.” 
“ You will have to prove that,” came 
a quick reply*, whereupon he turned to 
a middle-aged woman spectator, his 
wife, who had anticipate! the situa­ 
tion and produced a birth certificate. 
He will be released at once and 
the 
method by which he volunteered will 
be conveniently forgotten. 
During the last year of the 
war 
no miners were allowed to join 
the 
army. Their ranks already had been 
depleted until barely enough coal was 
being produced. 
Another dem onstrator claimed 
he 
should be released because he was a 
miner. 
His record showed he repre­ 
sented himself as a fish-monger 
in 
order to join the 
colors.

men as 
city 
commissioners. 
They 
want sane but progressive men 
as 
opposed to standpatters. 
in order that there may be a full 
discussion of this important matter, 
and the right men selected, and that 
the people may know who they are, 
and for what they stand, it has been 
decided to call a mass meeting, and 
invite all citizens of the community 
to attend and participate.

OPPOSITES RECONCILED. 
What discriminating observers sus­ 
pected at the time of the 
apparent 
clash in peace policies between Clein- 
enceau and Wilson turns out to 
be 
true. Wilson with his league of na­ 
tions plan and Clemenceau with his 
declared preference for the balance 
of power were not really in opposi­ 
tion. 
What Clemenceau wanted was 
a 
“balance" of power with all the power 
on one side of the balance. Of course, 
his desire to bring together France, 
Britain, America and Italy in a work­ 
ing partnership meant that very thing. 
Now the partnership has been extend­ 
ed to take in Japan. 
These five big powers absolutely 
dominate* the world. The other na­ 
tions represented at Paris are consid­ 
ered and consulted; they 
are 
dealt 
with courteously and planned for just­ 
ly. But of themselves they have lit­ 
tle weight. 
Singly or united, 
they 
cannot successfully oppose any meas­ 
ure for which the big five stand—or 
indeed, any measure desired by the 
big three, 
America, 
Britain 
and 
France. 
These five, therefore, are the foun­ 
dation of the league of nations. They 
aie the charter members. They are 
the league. The organization will be 
what they make it, and only those 
whom they admit on their own terms 
will belong. 
So, it seems, "both Clemenceau and 
Wilson will have their way. 


It is time for the farmers of 
the cotton growing sections to 
quit doing business at a loss. 
The banker, the merchant and 
the business man must help him 
to quit the losing tgame. 
The time is at hand when the 
farmers of Brazos county must 
prepare for another crop. 
Will that crop return a profit to 
them, or will it barely enable them 
to subsist for another year? 
Every woman and every child 
in Brazos county, is vitally inter­ 
ested in the answer to this ques­ 
tion. It is not a matter that af­ 
fects the farmer alone. It affects 
all. 
There are many things that may 
be done to held the 
farmer 
and 
thereby help every other man and 
woman in the county, but one of the 
important things to do at this time 
is to decide what should be planted. 
They are planning to go ahead 
and plant a big acreage in cotton 
in the face of the almost unani­ 
mous opinion of those in position 
to know that if a large cotton 
acreage is planted 
the 
cotton 
growers will suffer a loss. 
The leading bankers, cotton factors, 
brokers and business men of 
New 
Orleans, Memphis, Savannah, 
Gal­ 
veston, Houston and Dallas and other 
cotton centers have united on a cam­ 
paign to induce the farmers to plant 
less cotton. The prosperity of these 
men depend on the prosperity of the 
cotton section and they do not want 
that prosperity lost. 
One of the leading cotton men of 
New Orleans makes the statement 
thut the time has passed when the 
farmers can allow themselves to be 
represented by a few Farmer’s Union 
presidents, and he says that in every 
county in the cotton belt, in every 
beat, in every precinct, there should 
be an organization as regards acre­ 
age to be planted that will have as 
a member every cotton producer, and 
each and every man should be 
re­ 
quired to sign a bond and place a 
heavy forfeit in the hands of the 
county 
committed 
as regards his 
cotton acreage, 
and 
any 
violation 
on the part of any planter 
should 
bring forth drastic measures as re­ 
gards his breaking his contract with 
his fellow planters, as he should not 
only be required to give up his for­ 
feit, but additional severe pressure 
should be brought to apply. 
If the southern cotton planters are 
foolish enough says this man to plant 
a large acreage the coming season, it 
spells ruin to them, and every bank­ 
er, every merchant, every artisan 
and all classes in different industries 
in the south should offer their hearty 
co-operation in urging a heavy re­ 
duction in the cotton acreage. This is 
common sense, for if the mills can­ 


not, as they claim, buy cotton at the 
present levels and dispose of their 
output at a profit, the farmer must 
only raise enough cotton that 
will 
enable him to hold same for satis 
factory prices, and by diversification 
of crops, he will be in a position of 
having enough to feed his family and 
his community, and have enough of 
foodstuffs left over to sell that will 
furnish him 
with 
the 
necessary 
means to hold a small cotton crop, 
for prices that will be thoroughly sat­ 
isfactory to him. 
To the farmers of the 
south, 
I 
would say quit trusting your finan­ 
cial salvation in the hands of wind­ 
jammers who gradually evolute from 
justice of the peace to congress, and 
others, who through another process 
of evolution rise from bailiff and dep­ 
uty sheriffs to expert advisers, 
as 
to what it costs to raise cotton and 
at what price to sell it. Reduce your 
acreage and form the 
closest 
and 
soundest farmers organization 
ever 
known, establishing it on the basis of 
precincts, beats and counties in every 
southern state that grows cotton. 
In speaking of the matter yester­ 
day, a prominent business man 
of 
Bryan, closely connected with 
the 
cotton planter, made the 
statement 
that at this time Texas has an un­ 
sold cotton crop of approximately one 
million bales. 
As it is known by every 
cotton 
grower, 1918 was a short cotton year, 
yet Texas raised approximately 2,- 
557,000 bales. 
This was raised from 
an acreage of 11,000,000 acres. This 
same acreage would give a yield of 
4,000,000 bales, or an average cotton 
year. 
This gentleman asks the perti­ 
nent question: With a surplus of 
a million bales from the 1918 
crop in Texas alone, and other 
cotton states in proportion, what 
will we do with our 1919 crop? 
The answer is readily seen. 
Let a 
big acreage be planted and let even 
an average crop be raised and 
the 
cottoa growers will take just what 
the mills offer, and they may 
rest 
assured that such offer will be lower 
than it costs them to raise the cotton. 
There has been called a meeting for 
February ll, at Dallas to 
consider 
this matter and every cotton grower, 
who can, should make a 
special e t 
fort to attend that meeting and learn 
what those who have been consider 
ing this question from its larger as­ 
pect think of the situation-. 
Every one in Bryan and 
Brazos 
county is interested in the farmers 
welfare. 
The great war showed too 
plainly that what afects one, affects 
all, and that what benefits one bene 
fits all. 
If the farmers lose money 
in 1919 every other man in this sec­ 
tion will do likewise. 
Don’t let prosperity 
depart from 
the South. Keep it here.

Please give in a few words 
the 
platform or principles or doctrine of 
the bolsheviki.—Subscriber. 
The Lenine government in Russia 
in the summer of 1918 issued a “dec­ 
laration of rights’’ and a preliminary 
constitution, which stated, as the ob­ 
ject of the bolsheviki, that, “In order 
to put an end to every ill that op­ 
presses humanity and in order to se­ 
cure to labor all the rights belonging 
to it, we recognize that it is neces­ 
sary to destroy the existing social 
structure, which rests upon 
private 
property in the soil and the means 
of production, 
* 
* 
* and to sub­ 
stitute for it a socialistic structure. 
Then the whole earth, its surface and 
its depths, and all the means and in­ 
struments of production, created by 
the toil of the laboring classes, will 
belong by right of commony property 
to the whole people, who are united 
in a fraternal association of laborers.” 
As the first steps in this direction 
this document declared for the fol­ 
lowing actions: I. Abolition of prop­ 
erty in land and distribution of it to 
the workmen without purchase mon­ 
ey. 
2. Declaration as national prop­ 
erty of all forests, treasures of the 
earth and waters, and all belongings 
whether animals or things. 3. Intro­ 
duction of a law for the control 
of 
workmen and for the nationalization 
of a member of branches of industry 
4. Natlonmization of the 
banks. 
5. 
Repudiation of loans contracted 
by 
the czar’s government. 6. Arming of 
the laborers and peasants and dis­ 
arming of the propertied classes. 7. 
Introduction of a universal obligation 
to work. Another document declares 
girls and women over 18 years of age 
to be the property of the state.

DO ONE OK THE OTHER. 
There is a tempest in the legisla­ 
ture tea pot over the .tate rangers. 
Representative Canales of 
Cameron 
county unloosed the wild storm. 
Coming from the lower Rio Grande 
valley where the rangers are suppos­ 
ed to have run wild during the last 
few 
years 
he 
has 
made 
many 
charges. 
Qut of this stir up it is to be hoped 
that good will come. 
No one 
can 
deny the great influence the rangers 
have been in the past on curbing law­ 
lessness and in holding in check the 
turbulent element. 
Every old Texan 
has taken a justified pride 
in 
the 
record made by the old time organi­ 
zation. 
The ranger force of Texas has num­ 
bered among its members some of the 
bravest, some of the truest and some 
of the staunchest men 
that 
ever 


worked for the establishment of law 
and order in any land, but unfortun­ 
ately the last few years has seen a 
lowering of the standard personnel of 
the old time ranger force. 
This is due to several causes, one 
of which is that there is no longer 
the need for rangers as was in years 
gone by. 
There seldom develops a 
situation in any part of the state but 
what the local officials are not amply 
able and qualified to handle. 
The higher class of men have not 
been attracted to the ranger serv­ 
ice as was the case in former years, 
and the ranks have been filled up 
with “cheap” men who sought to par­ 
ade on borrowed glory. 
There are a few of the old rangers 
left on the force—men who have al­ 
ways been true to every trust, and 
have met every test, but the majori­ 
ty of the ranger force at this time, 
unquestionably, are men who have no 
business being in any such organiza­ 
tion. 
The tried members have not been 
able to hold in leash the new blood 
that has been engrafted into the old 
organization, and the new blood now 
controls. 
Another thing that 
has 
worked 
against the rangers is the system of 
handling them from one adjutant to 
another. 
These adjutant generals are 
political goodfellows. The office be­ 
ing a practical .sinecure and, as a rule 
the adjutant general, who controls the 
movements of the rangers knows ab- 
olutely nothing about the duties he is 
upposed to perform. 
He has abso­ 
lutely no training for the work in 
hand, yet he is supposed to take the 
rangers and handle the asm he will. 
This can’t be done. 
No man can 
develop over night into a peace offi­ 
cer qualified to handle criminal mat­ 
ters in all parts of the state. Those 
men w'ho have occupied the adjutant 
general’s office are 
not to 
blame. 
They no doubt have done the best 
they could. 
During the last twenty years there 
has not been an 
adjutant 
general 
that has had, previously, any experi­ 
ence that would justify him assum­ 
ing such duties. There has not been 
one. 
No one has paid much attention to 
the adjutant general’s office. 
It has 
always been looked on more in the 
nuture of a payment 
for 
political 
favors than in any other way. 
The rangers have been the unfor­ 
tunate victims of the system. 
It is very doubtful if there is long­ 
er need for the rangers, but if there 
is they should be taken away from the 
adjutant general’.*-, 
department 
and 
placet! under the control of an experi­ 
enced, trained and qualified peace of­ 
ficer. This man should be selected 
for his ability as an officer able to 
handle men, ferret out criminals and 
control the turbulent, and not as a 
"good fellow.” 
Either disband the rangers, or re­ 
organize the foree in a manner that 
w ill enable the force to be of real serv-, 
ice of such a nature that it will at­ 
tract competent and capable men.

mercilessly, and given treatment as 
drastic as that meted out to any other 
blight or pest.

New York, Feb. 8.—Fifteen thou­ 
sand miles from Broadway in the 
wilds of western Canada where the J 
foot of a white man never 
before 
had trod, according to the Rev. Dr. 
Joseph Beech, a Methodist mission­ 
ary, lives a polyglot nation of more 
than 4,000,000 persons “95 per cent 
of whom do not know that there has 
been a war." 
Dr. Beech, who is president of the 
western China Union University at 
Chengtu in the province of Szechuan, 
maintained by five 
evangelical de 
nominations of England, Canada and 
the United States, and who recently 
arrived here to participate in 
the 
Methodist Centenary, today told of 
a journey he took alone, with a na­ 
tive guide, last summer, far 
into 
the depths of the habitat of “the 'tu- 
ren, of children of the 
soil,’ 
the 
strangest people in the Orient.” 
The doctor 
passed 
three 
weeks 
among the twenty or more tribes in 
the land, which is as inaccessible as 
Thibet, he said, and while there found 
almost every type of mankind, 
in­ 
cluding pygmies, men and women re­ 
sembling negroes, American Indians, 
East Indians, 
Gurkas, 
South 
Sea 
Islanders, Europeans and other races 
apparently from all four quarters of 
the globe. 
These people, of course, 
he said, had never been anywhere else 
than in the country he found 
them, 
namely, in a region about the size 
of New York State, bounded on the 
north by the province of Kansu, the 
south of Burmah, Yunan and Kwee- 
chow, the east by Szechuan and th e1 
west by Thibet. 
“I found a land of beautiful val 
leys, covered with fine farms and 
homesteads,” said the explorer mis 
sionary, “while towering above them 
were mountains from 6,000 to 18,000 
feet high. The frontier of the coun 
try was protected by queer looking 
stone fortified buildings, manned by 
natives armed with weapons resem 
bling the old fashioned blunderbuss 
It is not impossible that these people 
were the originators of gunpowder 
for the Chinese who for years have 
tried to rule them admit is is of bet­ 
ter quality than the powder 
they 
make themselves. 
“Although suspicious and warlike 
and hostile to some kinds of Chinese, 
the ‘tu-ren’ proved to be most hos­ 
pitable and fed and sheltered us 
Huge smokestacks in their communi­ 
ties gave them the appearance 
of 
thriving industrial cities. When we 
arrived we found they were employ 
ed solely for the purpose of drying 
and curing vegetables, meat 
and 
fish, which were suspended tier upon 
tier the entire height of the chimney. 
“The architecture of the country 
was distinctively foreign to 
China, 
resembling in many respects 
the 
feudal castles of Normandy. In other 
respects it was unlike the structures 
of Babylonia and Palestine. 
Grain, 
for instance, after being harvested 
was threshed upon the roofs of the 
houses, just as in the Holy Land 
The houses themselves are nothing 
more than boxes, with perhaps one 
window from which the odors 
and 
smoke of cooking escapes. 
“On top of practically all the forti­ 
fied castles, a flag was flown. I was 
told these were ‘prayer flags’ and 
had no .special tribal or patriotic sig­ 
nificance. 
Every man in the coun­ 
try, apparently is a law unto himself.’ 
Each tribe has its chieftain but there 
is no national head and China exer­ 
cises only nominal sovereignty. 
“Quarrels are settled on horseback 
by means of blunderbusses, spears, 
bags o* stones and broadswords. The 
enemies challenge one another and at 
a given signal side full tilt on small, 
why ponies, at each other. 
It 
is 
seldom that both combatant’s escape 
alive but the survivor is required to 
feed and clothe tile family of his dead 
adversary as long as they live and 
this make;, ‘duels’ rate. In many re­ 
spects these combats resemble 
the 
tournaments of the Middle Ages." 
Dr. Beech sam that while he be­ 
lieved he had penetrated further into 
tim section of Western China than 
any other white man he regretted 
that he had not gone still further. 
“For my guide,” said he, “said that 
four or five days 
journey 
beyond 
there were tribesmen near Sungpan’ 
who are just like you.’ That is, na­ 
tives who appeared like Americans.” 
Their (tress conversation, and mode of 
living, of course, he said, was char­ 
acteristic of the country. 
“How so many different types of 
people located there is a problem for 
the ethnologist,” resumed Dr. Beech. 
.‘‘One theory is that they represent 
all the warring tribal elements, that 
have come into the continent of Asia 
and driven by the Mongols and ’fa r­ 
ters, made their last stand in 
this 
natural refuge between India, China, 
and the northern part of Asia. 
“Each tribe is independent of the 
other, all speak a patois of Thiebetan 
and Turkestan, 
and 
their religion 
seems to be animistic or that of the 
Llamas. The most numerous are the 
Lobs, which, again are subdivided 
into smaller tribes. Others are the 
Miaos, 
who 
are 
polyandrous 
or 
polygamous. These people, I believe, 
are responsive to Christian influences 
and kind treatment and 160 mission­ 
aries would bring to them the enlight- 
ment they so much need. Nothing 
has ever been dona for them 
by 
civilization. 
“All of the natives are farmer** or 
herdsmen. 
The latter 
raise 
huge 
numbers of goats, hundreds of thou­ 
sands of which can be seen on 
the 
mountain sides. 
Recently, or since 
the Chinese have equipped their army 
with modern rifles, the Chinese haw

“They are hungry for 
American goods,” he said, “and the 
field is unlimited. The Chinese peo­ 
ple are highly cultured, even 
the 
poor coolies, and they desire only the 
best things. China is rich in untold 
undeveloped resources. 
Make it pos­ 
sible to deevlop the 
resources 
of 
China and the Chinese people will be­ 
come the greatest aggregation of pur­ 
chasers in the world.”

outcome of a fight which must 
be 
waged during the next six months 
depends the success or failure of the 
cotton growers for many years 
to 
come. 
The late drastic break in the 
cotton market is a direct challenge to 
every cotton grower and every hold­ 
er of spot cotton in the south. 
The 
great question 
now is: 
Will 
the 
south accept the challenge and en­ 
gage in a finish fight, or will 
it 
fight awhile and run away? 
Already it 
is being freely 
pre­ 
dicted in high cotton circles that the 
cotton growers are going to plant the 
* biggest acreage ever 
known, 
and 
many are already predicting and 18,- 
000,000 or 19,000,000 
bale crop. 
If 
the cotton growers want to lose this 
'fight, the 
greatest and 
most far- 
t reaching in which they have ever en­ 
gaged, they should sell the 
cotton 
they have on hand as rapidly as pos­ 
sible and then proceed to plant the 
. big acreage which 
the 
“high-ups” 
have predicted they will plant. 
Cotton growers of our great south­ 
land! 
This is a contest for m astery, 
for supremacy—a contest which will 
determine for many years and per­ 
haps for all time, whether you shall 
have a voice in naming a price for 
your cotton or whether 
the 
price 
shall be named by alie» spinners, in 
collusion with many domestic 
spin­ 
ners who had rather see a 
great 
|k‘ople 
impoverished 
and 
reduced 
again to economic slavery than to re­ 
linquish a part of the unconscionable 
profits th at have become accustom­ 
ed to during the war. 
Sometime ago Mr. Compere, pres­ 
ident of the American federation 
of 
labor declared that there would 
be 
no reduction in wages and no 
in­ 
creasing of tho length of the 
work 
day during or after the readjustment 
period, 
in other words, Mr. Gomp- 
ers puts the country on notice that 
the city laborer shall continue to en­ 
joy war time wages and hours and 
the business interests seem to have 
accepted his statem ent as final. Es­ 
pecially does this seem to be 
true 
of the spinners who have decided that 
the only way to lower the price of 
cotton goods and at the same time 
maintain their war time profits, is 
to lower the price of ' raw' 
cotton. 
This, they have undertaken to do and 
their efforts so far have met 
with 
• 
uecesH. 
Just prior to the recent big break 
in the cotton market, the daily pa­ 
pers carried a report of "A heavy 
* decline in a leading brand of 
dry 
goods, i. e., fruit of the loom,” which 
is regarded as a leader, being a uni­ 
versal standard to predicate 
values 
on in the dry goods market. This re­ 
port was sent out by the spinners and 
was one of the big factors if not the 
chief factor, in starting the 
heavy 
decline in 
the 
cotton 
market. 
By 
sending odt this report, the Ameri­ 
can cotton spinners expected to cre­ 
a te the impression 
in 
the 
public 
mind thut they were willing to re­ 
duce their profits ami thereby give 
the consumers cheaper goods. But 
•before their consuming friends they 
bad had time to congratulate them “On 
the great sacrifice they propose 
to 
make, they had a1 ready reduced 
the 
# price of cotton considerably 
more 
than they had proposed to 
reduce 
the price of their goods. 
The decline in the price of “fruit 
. of the loom” was from 30 cents to 
21 cents per yard. 
One pound 
of 
raw’ cotton will make 4.65 yards of 
“fruit of the loom.” 
This, if 
sold 
at the reduced price, 21 cents 
per 
yard, enables the spinners to sell a 
pound of cotton manufactured 
into 
“fruit of the loom” at 97.65 cents. 
This character of goods is manufac- 
# turn! from strict or good 
middling 
cotton, which on the market the day 
the announcement *vas made, could 
have been easily bought at 82 cents 
|M»r pound, landed at any 
domestic 
mill or ut any Canadian mill. Adding 
to the first cost of the .spinner of 
32 cents per pound, the manufactur­ 
ing cost of 25 cents per pound, 
the 
cost to the spinner is only 67 cents 
per pound for the finished goods he 
is selling at 97.65 cents per pound.

New York paper: 
“lf the reductions in price 
mean 
anything they point inevitably to the i 
conviction by leading eastern cotton ) 
goods manufacturers that the 
price . 
of raw cotton now or then between | 
27 and 28 cents a pound is more like­ 
ly to go lower han higher. 
“Many of the large eastern manu­ 
facturers of cotton are reporting low’ 
stocks. 
Some of them are 
buying 
cotton sparingly in 
anticipation 
of 
lower quotations; and exports, despite 
the need of England in particular for 
the raw material, are not so active 
as anticipated. 
In any even, 
they 
are evidently confident that raw’ cot­ 
ton is to be cheaper rather than the 
reverse. 
“That they propose to renew sup­ 
plies of raw cotton on the basis of 
a reduction of from 6 to 9 cents for 
the finished product, is notice to pro­ 
ducers or holders of cotton that tak­ 
ings by the mills have to be on 
a 
much Jow’er range than the 30 cents 
recently spoken of as a minimum that 
was far too low.” 
From the above it will be seen that 
the mills have arbitrarily reduced 
the price of cotton goods and that 
they propose to make the growers 
of cotton stand the entire reduction. 
They do not propose to scale 
dowm 
their profits in the least, but inter 
to maintain their enormous profits 
and force the growers to take 
the 
loss. 
In other words, the mills not 
only know how to figure cost of man­ 
ufacturing plus fabulous profits, but 
they know better than the grower* 
what it costs to produce cotton and 
because of their superior knowledge, 
not only of their own business 
but 
of the growers’ business as well, the’ 
propose to act as 
arbiters 
in 
all 
things pertaining to cotton and 
ex­ 
tract ample remuneration from the 
business because of their ’know how .’

Brussel*, Feb. ll .—Stories of hero­ 
ism, patriotism and devotion of Bel­ 
gians during the German occupation 
are continually coming to the surface 
of the miasmal pool 
of 
intrigue, 
treachery and selfishness which the 
Germans left behind in Belgium. 
How two men gave up their lives 
and two went to prison for a period 
which would have lasted twenty years 
had the Germans been 
victorious, 
that the man “higher up” might live 
and continue managing 
the 
under­ 
ground organization which was send­ 
ing valuable information out of 
the 
occupied country has now’ been re­ 
lated to the Associated Press corre­ 
spondent by the man whose life was 
saved by their sacrifice. 
Adolphe Buyl, liberal member 
of 
the Belgian parliament, alderman of 
the Commune of lelles in the city of 
Brussel*, is the man for whom two 
men died and who for four years con­ 
ducted the organization 
and 
livedo 
continually in the fear of 
execution 
by Germans. 
Late in 1914 the Germans had not 
organized the Dutch frontier 
v ith 
that murderous efficiency which sent 
to their graves many young Belgians 
attem pting 
to cross 
into 
Holland. 
Buyl had access to the seals of 
the 
municipality and every evening 
in 
various out of the way cafes, twen­ 
ty, thirty, sometimes as 
many 
as 
fifty young 
men 
would 
assemble, 
reaching the place singly and by dev­ 
ious ways. 
The seal of the munici­ 
pality was there in the hand of a 
different man every night. Passports 
and identification blanks were there, 
and the young men would 
emerge 
from the cafes supplied with proper, 
or rather improper identifications and 
make their way into Holland 
and 
thence join the Belgian army battling 
on the Yser. More than one thousand 
men were sent out between October, 
1914, and February, 1916. 
Then the Germans became aware of 
the leak and the frontier was her­ 
metically, electrically sealed and the 
w’ork became more dangerous 
and 
difficult. 
Guides had to be provided, 
—generally smugglers 
of 
gasoline 
and other commodities across 
the 
Dutch border—who for a considera­ 
tion averaging fifty francs for each 
man would pilot them across 
the 
frontier. 
Rubber gloves and 
wire 
cutters were necessary tools of their 
trade and many a German sentry was 
found by his relief with a knife deep­ 
ly sunk ta his throat and lying along­ 
side a break in the wire fence. 
At no time were there less than 
IOO men engaged in the work. They 
included 
railroad 
station 
masters, 
crossing tenders, mail carriers, cafe 
keepers and many others in humble 
walks of life, all volunteers desirous 
of serving their country even at the 
risk of being stood against the wall 
and shot, and as a m atter of fact, 
many of them w’ere. But at no time 
did more than two or three men en­ 
gaged in the work know that 
Buyl 
was the “man higher up.” 
The first member of the organiza­ 
tion to be taken by the Germans was 
Phillipe Baucq whose arrest was si­ 
multaneous with that of Edith 
(’a* 
veil, the English nurse whose execu­ 
tion by Germans sent a thrill o! 
horror throughout the world. 
Baucq 
was shot on October 12, 1915, with 
the brave English nurse. Miss (’avell, 
however, was never charged by 
the 
Germans with espionage, but 
wit I 
aiding Belgian* and others to escapt 
from Belgium. 
Baucq wa* succeeded 
as 
Buyl’* 


right-hand man by another man nam­ 
ed Dubois. One June I, 1916, Dubois, 
with 60 others was arrested and im­ 
prisoned at Hasselt. 
The 
Germans 
boasted that they had smashed 
the 
Belgian organization which had evad­ 
ed them for two years. Dubois 
and 
three others were shot on September 
26, 1916, and sentences aggregating 
220 years were imposed upon others 
accused of acting with them. 
Both Baucq and Dubois knew that 
Alderman Buyl was head of the or­ 
ganization and both took their orders 
from him. 
For days before the exe­ 
cution the Germans endeavored by 
offering to spare their lives to induce 
them to denounce their leader, 
but 
they refused and wrere shot. Never­ 
theless the work went on. 
In 1917, Buyl’s secretary was 
ar­ 
rested and Buyl went into hiding. 
“For nights I could 
not 
sleep,” 
Buyl told the Associated Press, 
the 
slightest noise would make me start. 
I could not eat and there were mo­ 
ments of depression when I 
would 
gladly have faced a machine-gun at 
the edge of a little wood to 
escape 
the mental torture of those long end­ 
less days and interminable nights.” 
His secretary escaped with a 
short 
sentence. 
Buyl emerged from 
his 
hiding place and went on about his 
work. 
“Two days before the armistice, I 
sent out a courier to Holland,” 
he 
said with a tinge of pride. 
“ Heroism is the work of an in­ 
stant but what I have gone 
through 
during those last four years is 
not 
heroism, it is hell,” said Buyl. 
Be­ 
fore the war he was a florid, happy, 
jovial man but he is now emaciated 
and haggard, but a shadow of his 
former self. 
And we fell to talking of Dubois 
and Baucq and tears welled up into 
his eyes as he said: “Greater love 
hath no man than he who gives 
up 
his life for a fellow man.”

CAUSE FIVE DEATHS 


Paris, 
Feb. 
8. — Two 
railway 
coaches 
recently 
handed 
over 
to 
France by Germany, played a most 
important part in a puzzling accident 
on the Paris-M etz railway line 
last 
night in which five persons lost their 
lives. 
Sixteen other persons were 
injured. 
Train No. 47 bound for Metz, had 
just entered the tunnel at Nanteuil 
when the passengers occupying 
the 
two coaches handed over by Germany 
began to experience trouble in breath­ 
ing and strong obnoxious gases began 
to fill up the coaches. 
The passengers smashed the 
win­ 
dows, but as soon as fresh air came 
in contact with the gases the coaches 
became a mass of fire. 
The passengers in terror fled 
to 
the tracks in the dark tunnel. A train 
going in the opposite direction crash­ 
ed into them and five were killed. 
Of the sixteen injured, all of which 
were treated a t the hospital at Cha- 
teau-Thierry, 
eight 
suffered 
only 
from the effects of asphyxiating gas. 
An official statem ent given out 
by 
the railroads says: 
“The fire in the coaches was 
not 
due to any defect in the lighting or 
heating apparatus, nor to a hot box. 
The presence of the obnoxious gases 
is still

Weimar, Feb. IO.—Th® G erm an n a­ 
tional assem bly passed the first read­ 
ing of the provisional constitution by 
acclam ation. 
I he second and thiid 
readings are set for today, to which 
the session w as adjourned. The main 
portion of the assem bly s tim e today 
w as devoted to a speech by 
Hugo 
Breuss, the secretary of the interior, 
who has been engaged in d raftin g the 
constitution. 
The m inister explained 
the character of the provisions of the 
in s tr u m e n t from which the assem bly 
is to derive its powers as a laxvmak- 
ing body. 
Tho provisional 
constitution 
em ­ 
powers the asesm bly to adopt a pel 
m anent constitution 
and 
to 
enact 
“such national law s as are urgently 
necessary.” It provides for the choos­ 
ing of a national president by a m a­ 
jority vote and for the creation of 
“ a com m ittee of state,” which shall 
occupy the position of a quasi second 
cham ber. 
. 
The provisional constitution makes 
no attem pt to anticipate or lim it the 
future perm anent constitution, except 
ing as to one vital detail. This is a 
provision th a t the territo ry of 
the 
G erm an states shall not be allied 
w ithout th eir consent. 
This is 
ob- 
xiously the governm ent’s m ethod of 
m eeting the opposition evoked by tin' 
earlier reports th a t a 
division 
of 
Prussia w as contem plated.

W ashington, Feb. 12.—The methods 
employed by the packers to prevent 
investigation, th eir opposition to their 
employees organizing into unions, and 
the low7 wages paid by them , w ere 
brought out in the testim ony of Henry 
Veeder, counsel for Sxvift & C o., be­ 
fore the senate agricultural com m it­ 
tee on 
today. 
A fter 
the 
Borland 
resolution for the investigation of the 
packers xvas introduced in 1916, Mr. 
Veeder said th a t he 
went to E dw ard 
N . H urley, then chairm an of the fed­ 
eral trade comm ission, and told him 
th at he w as opposed to this resolu­ 
tion chiefly, because it nam ed the 
big packers specifically, but he said 
th a t he w as not opposed to all in­ 
vestigations. 
W hat the packers w ant­ 
ed was a chance to explain. 
Mr. H urley proposed th at Sw ift <v 
Co. put their ideas in w riting and 
subm it them . This was done, not only 
by Sxvift & Co., but by the other big 
packers nam ed in the resolution; but 
the form in which these statem ents 
were put varied xvith the several firm s 
so as to avoid the appearance of col­ 
lusion, Mr. Heney said. N othing was 
• lone a t the tim e In regard to toe 
packers, but a little later, when ac­ 
tion xvas about to be taken and Mr. 
Hurley was no longer a memlier of 
the federal trad e commission, Louis 
F. Sw ift sent letters to the president 
and to the m em bers of the com m is­ 
sion. 
v 
As nothing came of these protests, 
Mr. Sw ift came to W ashington and a t­ 
tem pted to see 
the 
president. 
He 
was not successful, but he w rote a 
letter to the president com plaining of 
the alleged 
unfair 
m ethods 
used 
against them . 
A fter the publication of the f a s t re­ 
port of the federal trade commission, 
Mr. Sw ift again tried to see the pres­ 
ident, but failed. 
He w ished to pro­ 
te st against the ‘‘gross erro r and 
false conclusions of the commission, 
Mr. Veeder said. 
Mr. Sw ift, he as­ 
serted, had also denied profitteei ing 
on the p art of Sw ift & Co. 
The 
federal 
trade 
commission 
however, continued 
unaffected 
by 
these activities on the p art of th* 
packers and carried out the instruc­ 
tions of the president under which 
the investigation was being made. 
Under this authority they searched 
the files of the packers and obtained 
xvhat they regarded as proofs upon 
which to base the accusations which 
they have brought against the paok- 


Mr. Veeder charged th a t they had 
exceeded their authority in extracting 
letters ami other inform ation which, 
he said, they used unfairly: This pre­ 
cipitated un argum ent in regard to the 
relations betw een the packers ami 
their employees. 
Mr. Veeder asserted th at such in­ 
form ation had been used to help the 
em ployees of Sw ift & Company, who 
were trying to get an increase OI 
wages a t th a t tim e; th a t letters had 
been handed over by the exam iners 
to F. P* W alsh, who had used them 
in behalf of the em ployees; and that 
a list of the high salaries paid to 
officers of Sw ift & Company had been 
published in a labor paper in contrast 
to the sm all w ages th a t the men were 
receiving. This list, he insisted, m ust 
have been furnished by the comm is­ 
sion’s exam iners. 
This brought out a spirited defense 
un the p art of F. J. H eney, who said 
th at the packers l)ad combined to pre­ 
vent the xvomen who worked fo r them 
from organizing into unions; th a t the 
pay from 1904 to 1916 for laborers in 
the employ of the packers had been 
only 17 1-2 cents an hour and th a t the 
several raises of 2 1-2 cents each made 
afte r th a t tim e had been granted Only 
because of the scarcity of labor inci­ 
dent to the w ar. 
. 
. 
Mr. Heney said th a t he had never 
given letters or other paper 
to 
the 
labor new spapers or to Mr. WMBh, 
but he adm itted th a t he had lot Mr. 
W alsh, who was across the hall from 
the room in which he wras healing 
hearings, see some of the papers bear­ 
ing upon the w ages of the laborers, 
and he believed he w as justified in so 
doing. 
The packers, he said, refuged 
to arb itra te until the president inter** 
fered. 
Mr. Veeder corrected him, saying 
th at while the packers’ plants were 
not unionized for years and they bud

bales of the 1918 crop for sale 
yet, 
and w ith the New7 York stock gam ­ 
blers and the spinners in collusion to 
beat the price of cotton down, 
and 
bear the m arket it is absolutely nec­ 
essary th at each farm er figure care­ 
fully his cost of production; reduce 
his cotton creage and grow a 
larger 
sm all crop if the south is to be pros­ 
perous this fall. 
A big crop of cot­ 
ton would entail heavy losses on those 
who noxv have cotton for ^ale and 
the price of the 1919 crop would b e ' 
reduced far below the actual cost or 
production. 
“ As I see it, Mr. Howell ^ays, 
the 
farm er m ust reduce his cotton acre­ 
age and get every possible pound of 
yield out of the acre* he does culti­

THE “LUXURY TAX.” 
The so-called “ tax on luxuries” in­ 
cluded in 
the new revenue bill will 
undoubtedly7 m ake a great deal o 
trouble and expense for the retail 
stores. 
In this Vesper* it is open to 
criticism . 
But so fa r as the busty • 
principle of the tax is concerned, its 
Boundness and general fairness m ust 
be adm itted. 
Everybody in the U nited S tates i» 
already paying pretty heavy federal 
taxes, directly 
or 
Indirectly, 
w «th 
m ost people these taxes bear heuxilx 
on the necessaries of life. 
I hey hit 
the poor harder than th e rich, because 
a larger percentage of the poor fam i­ 
ly’s income goes for food and othei 
essential 
com m odities 
which 
have 
risen m ost in price. 
It is right, there ­ 
fore, to raise additional taxes I rom 
goods xvhioh, generally speaking, are 
not “necessary,” but which th* axei- 
age citizen regards as “luxury. 
Thus the new7 five per cent 
tax 
is 
imposed on shirts costing more than 
$3 apiece, on um brellas costing more 
than $4, on women’s hats costing 
more th a t $15, on shoe and slippers 
costing more than $10 a 
pair 
on 
men’s socks over $1 a pair and xvom 
en’s stockings over $2 
a 
pan*, 
on 
purses and handbags over $<..>0, on 
suitcases over $25, on picture flum es 
over $10, on lam ps over $25, etc. 
In all these item s and the rest or 
the 20 nam ed in the clause, it is 
quite evident 
to . the norm al mind
